LAKE SUCCESS. N. Y., Oct. 4

ures. 
A sharp voting conflict between 
the United States and countries of 
the Soviet bloc topped 12 hours 
of debate yesterday In which the 
delegates cleaned up the remain­ 
der of their dispute-loaded agenda. 
The result was a victory for the j 
United States, whose proposal that 
the UN secretary-general propose 
to countries along the Danube 
river a special conference to dis­ 
cuss Danubian traffic was accept­ 
ed 8 to 5 over stiff Russian oppo­ 
sition. The council first defeated 
moves by Yugoslavia and Czech­ 
oslovakia to get the council to 
urge the U. S to restore some 2 
—Yugoslav and Czech river boats 
being held by American author­ 
ities in Bavaria and Austria. 
After frankly admitting 
that 
the boats were being held to force 
Russia and the Soviet-dominated 
countries along the vital waterway 
into a conference on the means of 
reviving traffic on the Danube, 
the U. S. asked the council to 
recommend a Danubian conference 
a t Vienna before Nov. I.
